''That is the best way to cross the 


Atlantic," said Lieutenant Brown af- 
ter he bad eaten. 


Captain ALcock explained the silence 


of his raddo instrument during the trip 
by stating that the wireless propeller 
blew off soon after the airplane left 
Newfoundland. 


'. LONDON, June 16—Describing tie 
experiences of himself and Lieutenant 
Brown. Captain Alcock in a message 
from Gal-way to the Daily Mail says: 


"We had a terrible journey. The 


wonder is we are here at all. We 
scarcely' saw the sun or moon or 
stars. For hours we sa.v none of them. 
Tho fog was very dense. 


"For four hours our machine was 


covered with a sheet of ice caused by 
frozen sleot. At another time the fog 
was so dense th-at my speed indicator 
did not work and for a few minutes it 
was very alarming. 
. "We lo-oped-the-loop. I balieve, and. 
did a very steep spiral. We did some 
very comic stunts, for I had1 no sense 
of horizon,

"The winds "were favorable all the 


way, 
northwest, and at'tim«is south- 


.west. We ffaid in Newfoundland that 
we would do the trip in 16 hours. But 
we never thought we should. An hou-r 
and a halt 'before we saw -land we had 
no certain idea where we were, but 
we believed we were at Galway or 
thereabouts. 
. "Our delight in seeing Easta.1 Island 
and Tar.bijt Island, five miles west of

Concerning Toll Service 


"Under the schedules of toll and long distance telephone rates now 


applying to messages originating and terminating -within Pennsylvania 
several classes of service are offered. These classes of service are 
the 


same as those -which, siace January 21, 1919, have been available for • 
messages from points in Pennsylvania to points in other states. 
The 


following explanation of the various classes of toll service will aid tele- 
phone users Jn determining the class of service best Stted for their 
needs and will explain the methods of making the several kinds of 
calls. 


The "station to station" rate is 
the base rate upon which all rates 
tar the various classes of service 
offered, are computed. This rate 
is determined by the air line dis- 
tance between toll points and is 
computed, for the initial period, 
on the basis of 5c for each G miles 
up to 24 miles and 5c for each S 
miles beyond that distance. 
For toll calls -where the calling 
party does not specify a, particu- 
lar person to be reached at the 
called telephone, "station 1o sta- 
.tion." rates are charged. 


• For toll calls where the calling 


party does specify a 
particular 


person to be reached at the called 
telephone and the connection is 
established and conversation held 
•with that.person, "person to per- 
.,son" rates a.re charged. As this 
service requires a greater amount 
of operating effort, the rate for 
such, 'calls is about one-fourth 
greater than the "station to sta- 
tion'-' rate. The minimum "per- 
son to person" rate is 20c. 
Toll calls involving an appoint- 
ment to talk at a. specified time, or 
Involving the use of messenger 
service to secure attendance of a 
designated person at a public tele- 
phone at a distant point may be 
made at rates usually about one- 
half greater than, the "station to 
station" race, plus the cost of mes- 
senger service. 
The minimum 


rate for such calls is 25c. 


For all toll calls other than those 
made on the "station to station" 
basis, where connection is estab- 
lished but the conversation is not 
held because the calling or called 
party is not present or will not. 
talk, a "report charge" is made, 
equivalent to about one-fourth of 
the "station to station" rate. The 
minimum "report charge" is 10c;' 
maximum 
$2.00. 
No 
Report 


Charge is made if the call is com- 
pleted before midnight of the day 
it is placed. 


Night rates, applying only to calls 
made on a, "station to station" 
basis, are quoted between 8:30 
p. m. and 4:30 a. m. The rate be- 
tween 8:30 p. m. and 12. midnight 
is about one-half the "station to 
station" day rate, and between 12 
midnight and 4:30 a. m. about 
one-fourth the "station to station" 
day rate. The minimum night 
rate is 25c.

"Station to station" calls must be 
made as far as possible.by giving 
the telephone number of the called 
telephone. 
When the number is 


not known and telephone direc- 
tory information is not available 
the number should be obtained 
from "Information," or if the call- 
ed telephone is at a distant point, 
the name and address of the call- 
ed subscriber should be given to 
the Toll Operator, 
stating that 


it is a "sta tion to station" call. 


The "station to station" rates are substantially lower 
than the "person to.person" rates. In order that patrons 
may effect the greatest economy in their charges for toll 
service, and also maximum speed of connections, they are 
urg-*d to stndy their toll sen-ice requirements and to make 
the widest possible use or "station to station" calls.
